INCREASING TAX-BEARING 
PROPERTY 


The civic land department has been 
one of the busy corners in the civic build- 
ing during the present year. Considerably 
more than $400,000 worth of property, 
which in past years had been taken over 
for arrears of taxes, was re-sold. This is 
far and’ xway over the figures for any 
former year, and indicates that before 
long the total of sales will outstrip the 
total of forfeitures and leave the disposal 
of the accumulation of forfeited property 
a fast diminishing problem. It is obvious 
from the record that city property is more 
in demand than for many years, and the 
reasonable assumption is that this demand 
will continue to strengthen. 

There is gratification and reassur- 
ance for the property-owner in this record, 
on several counts. As property owned by 
the city grows in demand, the value of 
privately-owned property is also being re-

A 
scarcely less important fact is that pro- 
perty sold by the city goes back on the 
tax roll. Not only so; most of the lots 
which are being bought are being built on 
at once, and both the land and the im- 
provements will be assessable in future. 
lt is probably not out of the way to say 
that the lots disposed of this year will, 
with the buildings put upon them, repre- 
sent an addition of a million dollars to 
the taxable property list of next year. 


ALBERTA INDUSTRIES PENALIZED 


Alberta packers are very much dis- 
appointed at the decision of the Railway 
Commission, given out a few days ago, 
that the present spread must continue 
between the freight charges on live stock 
and on packing house products moving 
from this province to the eastern markets 
Figures which were put before the Com- 
mission seem to prove a clear case of dis- 
criminatory rates against the Aiberta 
packer and in favor of his Winnipeg and 
eastern competitors. 

The livestock rate from Winnipeg to 

‘Toronto in car lots is 85 cents per ewt 
The rate on fresh meats is $1.21 per cwt.; 
42 per cent. above the -live-: sieck . rate. 
From Edmonton or Calgary to Toronto 
the livestock rate is $1.14!» per cwt. The 
rate on fresh meats is $1.88 per cwt.; 64 
per cent. above the livestock rate. The 
Alberta packer is thus handicapped by a 
rate 22 per cent. higher than his Winnipeg 
competitor has to pay in proportion to the 
rate on livestock. 

On packing house products the rate 
from Winnipeg to Toronto is 17!» per cent 
higher than the livestock rate. From Ed- 
monton or Calgary the rate is 40 per cent 
higher than the livestock rate. This is a 
difference of 22'% per cent in favor of the 
Winnipeg packer. 

On car lot shipments of hides the 
Winnipeg-Toronto rate is 9 per cent. above 
the livestock rate. From Alberta points 
to Toronto hides carry a rate 31 per cent. 
higher than livestock. The difference 
here is 22 per cent. against the Alberta 
packer. 

A live hog weighing 200 lbs. can be 
shipped from Edmonton or Calgary to 
Toronto for $2.29. But if the hog is killed 
in Edmonton or Calgary it costs $2.82 to 
land the resulting 150 Ibs. of pork in the 


eastern city. The railways are thus 
allowed to charge 53 cents more for haul- 


ing three-quarters of a dead pig to 
Toronto than they can charge for hauling 
ti whole live pig to the same destination. 

To ship a minimum car load of live 
hogs to Toronto from an Alberta point 
costs $183.20. But a car loaded with 
dressed hogs would carry charges of 
$394.80. Loaded with packing house 

roducts the freight would be $40. 
aded with hides the charges would be 
$900. 

If the rates on meats and packing 
house products from Alberta points to 
Toronto and Montreal! bore the same rela- 
tion to livestock rates as do these rates 
from Winnipeg to Toronto and Montreal, 
the Alberta packer and producer could 
divide between them a saving of $86.85 on 


a car of fresh or frozen meats; a saving of 
$108 on a car of packing house products: 
and @ saving of $219 on a car of hides.
